1927 Football Season. 


The Broncos opened their football season with the Colorado State Teachers at Greeley. 
They were defeated 16-13 by a place kick after holding them on the one-foot line. Simmons 
scored the first touchdown on a line plunge while McCrady scored the second on a short 
end run. . 

The first home game of the season against Des Moines University turned out to be a 
thriller, with the Broncos winning 14-13. Rohrer scored the first touchdown soon after the 
start of the game, on a pass from McCrady. The second touchdown came as the result of a 
spectacular run by McCrady. 

The following week the Broncos turned in another victory over Morningside by a 14-12 
score. It was a hard battle with spectacular runs and long passes. McCrady scored both of 
Hastings’ touchdowns, the first on a long end run, and the second on an intercepted pass. 
Dolan, Lewis and Steele were exceptionally strong on the defense, while McCrady did most 
of the ball lugging. 

Following the two North Central Conference victories, the Broncos met defeat at the 
hands of the Doane Tigers in a thrilling 6-0 game. It was an evenly waged battle until the 
final minutes of the game when Doane opened up with a clever passing attack which netted 
them the winning score. The Broncos showed the greatest offensive strength in the third 
quarter, when they advanced the ball 45 yards; losing it on an intercepted pass. Lewis and 
Steele were the bright spots in the line, while McCrady, Owens, and Simmons carried the 
brunt of the offense.

A 97 yard run in the final minute of the game turned victory into defeat for the Broncos 
at Kearney. With the score 10-6 for the Broncos and the ball on Kearney’s four yard line, it 
seemed that only the final gun would prevent another touchdown but a fumble which fell into 
the hands of a Kearney end, was turned into a 97 yard run for a touchdown and the second 
conference defeat for Hastings. The Broncos outplayed the Antelopes, but ragged play at 
critical times and fatal fumbles gave Kearney the victory. 

Kearney unleashed a powerful running attack at the first of the game scoring their first 
touchdown. In the second quarter Becker recovered a blocked punt on Kearney’s fourteen 
yard line, and then completed a pass from McCrady to tie the score. The try-for-point was 
good and Hastings was leading 7-6. Shortly before the close of the first half McCrady 
scored from the field with a beautiful 40-yard drop kick. 

McCrady and Simmons were ground gainers for Hastings, while Lewis, Becker and 
Anderson played a strong game in the line. 

Lacking a scoring punch in the last half, the Bronco eleven failed to overcome a 13-3 
lead and lost their third consecutive conference game to Midland. Bronco hopes ran high in 
the second quarter, when McCrady made a 42-yard drop kick from the field. 

Following this Midland uncorked a fast running attack and within a few minutes 
scored 13 points. During the fourth quarter the Broncos opened up with an aerial attack.

Following their three conference defeats, Hastings exploded dynamite in the midst of 
the Zebra camp and when the haze had settled the Broncos were holding the heavy end of 
a 13-0 score. The Broncos resorted to an aerial game which completely baffled the Grand 
Island defense. A pass, McCrady to Anderson scored a touchdown in the first half. 

Renewing their passing attack in the third quarter, a pass, McCrady to Welch, scored 
the second touchdown. Numerous Hastings substitutions held the Zebras on even terms during 
the fourth quarter. Richman and Wilson showed their ground gaining ability when they tore 
through the Zebra defense for consistent gains. Lewis, Douglas and Weingart were strong 
on the defense, often throwing the Zebras back for losses. 

Anderson and Welch were high spots on the offense in the line, each scoring a touch- 
down by the aerial route. 

Fighting to the last ditch against a team that was on its toes and ready to take ad- 
vantage of any breaks, the Broncos met their fourth conference defeat at the hands of 
Chadron 32-6. 

With the breaks in their favor and taking advantage of fumbles, Chadron scored 32 
points, while holding the Broncos scoreless. In spite of the heavy score, the Broncos kept 
up the fight, and after completing several passes, and making substantial gains in the line, 
Simmons went over for a touchdown, in the final moments of the game.

“Flop” Owens stood out on the offense when he made the most spectacular run of the 
game, in the third quarter, running a kick-off back 40 yards before he was downed. Simmons 
and Millen played their usual game in the backfield, while Lewis and Becker played a steady 
game in the line. 

Playing their last game of the 1927 season, the Broncos downed Wesleyan, their tradi- 
tional rivals, 7-6, in an evenly waged battle. 

Hastings scored their touchdown in the second quarter, after Millen downed a short 
punt on Wesleyan’s forty yard line. A pass to Anderson was good for fifteen yards. Two 
more passes, McCrady to Owens, and McCrady to Welch, put the ball on the four yard line. 
Simmons made 3 yards through the line, and McCrady carried it over for a touchdown. The 
try for point was good and Hastings was leading, 7-0. 

The Broncos again carried the ball to the fifteen yard line, but an intercepted pass 
gave the ball to Wesleyan. A long punt and a 25 yard penalty placed the ball on Hastings 
25 yard line. Wesleyan then recovered a Hastings fumble and were over for a touchdown. 
The try for point failed. 

The second half was scoreless. The Coyotes threatened to score on a place kick which 
went wild. Owens and Wilson were carrying the ball for repeated gains when the game 
ended. 

Anderson played an outstanding game at end, throwing the Wesleyan forwards for re- 
peated losses. Lewis, Douglas and Steele played their usual game in the line, while the 
work of Becker and Welch, playing their last game for the Broncos, was of all-state caliber.

After their spectacular victory over Central, the Broncos met defeat at the hands of 
York and Midland on their first trip. York ran up the largest score on the Broncos during 
the entire season, winning 49-34, while Midland defeated them 28-21.

After the defeat at the hands of Doane, the Broncos broke even on a pair of non- 
conference games, dropping a 25-28 game to Wayne and winning a 34-14 victory over Omaha. 
The following week Chadron took a 34-19 licking on the Hastings floor. 


York sent a determined bunch of cagesters to Hastings for a game which had a strong 
bearing on the conference title race. The Broncos were unable to solve the smooth working 
offense of the York team, and as a result lost their second game to York, 26-30. 


Finishing their season with a 37-29 victory over Cotner, and losing a close game to 
Wesleyan, gave the Broncos undisputed possession of fifth place in the conference. 


Although they won half of their conference games, the Broncos were much feared 
opponents. In the usual all-conference selection Hastings fared well. McCrady was a unan- 


imous choice at forward, while Captain Welch, Becker, Basset, and Kemp, were chosen by 
some sports writers on their all-conference teams.

Since its organization in 1906 the Conservatory has increased rapidly in efficiency and 
importance until it is now one of the leading departments of the college. The enrollment in 
all departments has been the best the college has known. Under the supervision of Director 
Hayes M. Fuhr it has become well known throughout the state for the thorough and care- 
ful work done by its students. 


The theoretical courses are well organized and their thoroughness is vouched for by the 
effectiveness with which the public school music graduates are filling their positions. 


Chorus work is a special feature of the Conservatory. The choir composed of about 
thirty voices furnishes the music for the First Presbyterian Church.

At Chapel 


The chapel door stands open and the inviting breeze floats in through the open win- 
dows. The room is well filled and the Bible on the altar is being opened as a few stragglers 
enter and hurry to their places. A freckled-faced lad in the front row is performing for the 
amusement of his classmates. A sophomore co-ed is talking and giggling in her efforts to en- 
tertain her neighbors, who answer in monosyllables and look bored. Two rows back ten Fresh- 
men girls are creating considerable commotion as they pull up their hose, arrange their 
dresses, and powder their noses. They glance about to find some victim on whom to bestow 
their charms. 


Attention is fixed upon the platform as half the faculty file in (the other half straggle 
in during the service) and four hundred pairs of eyes regard critically the stranger who is to 
make the morning address. After brief scrutiny, the Sophomore girl decides that her neigh- 
bor is more interesting, and conversations continue jerkily in subdued tones during the dox- 
ology and the Lord’s Prayer. 

Undivided attention is given while the announcements are read. Some are greeted 
with more enthusiasm than their simple nature seems to warrant. As the speaker arises with 
dignity and steps forward, the Seniors prepare to give their patronizing attention, as is 
becoming students who occupy the front seats. Some regard the speaker indifferently, some 
morbidly, some resignedly, and some with wonder and admiration as he begins: 


“Honorable President, Members of the Faculty, Students of Hastings College. I hope 
you will excuse me if my speech is not what it should be, for the fact is your President spoke 
to me such a short time ago, that I had no opportunity for preparation. When Dr. French 
spoke to me, I was pleased because it does me good to look into the bright faces of the 
student body, for I realize that in the intelligent faces of the students there is written the 
future of America. 


“I do not see why your president asked me to speak when there are so many brilliant 
lights upon the platform. There are so many things that I might speak of, but I am reminded 
of the story of a Scotchman. I hope that none of your faculty members are Scotch. If they 
are I hope they will not feel offended. Anyway here goes: It seems that a Scotchman and an 
Irishman were walking along when the Irishman found a half dollar right in the middle of 
the sidewalk. The Scotchman then borrowed the fifty cents to have his eyes tested. (Much 
laughter and uproarious applause. One faculty member blushes, looks sheepish, but takes it 
with a good spirit.) 

“Now it seems to me, though I may repeat what you have heard before, I may aid in 
impressing it upon your minds. Do not neglect your lessons. You should not leave them for 
temporary enjoyments which please, but do not aid you in attaining the highest of all ideals 
—Success. Remember that Success does not come of itself, but it must be striven for earnestly. 
You must work for success or you will not attain it. (Pulls out his watch and lays it on the 
altar). I see my time is nearly up, and I must not run overtime for I know you are anxious 
to get to your next class.” 

As he now soars into heights of rhetorical eloquence which, considering his utter lack 
of preparation, is truly remarkable, longing glances are cast out of open windows. Students 
think of the unprepared lessons and wonder if their 10:30 Prof. is in good humor. They 
search him out upon the platform. The prospect is not very promising, but then perhaps they 
can bluff. The faithful bell rings and the speaker closes with these words: 

“Keep the light of higher ideals ever before you, and you are sure to succeed. I thank you.” 

As the applause ceases, the Dean arises to dismiss chapel but the students suspect his 
intent, and the stampede is on. No one is killed in the rush, but several are wounded, many 
caps and books lost, and several faculty members lose their dignity. Within five minutes
